The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-5. 
Document 1 discloses a masking material obtained by mixing an ethylene-propylene copolymer with 
polypropylene. Document 2 discloses a masking material obtained by mixing polyethylene with polypropylene, 
furthermore, documents 3-5 respectively disclose a masking material produced by forming a plastic sheet 
composed of a mixture consisting of two or more thermoplastic materials such as polypropylene, polyethylene 
and ethylene-propylene copolymer into a restricted form by vacuum forming. A person skilled in the art could 
have easily, as required, decided the ratio of the materials to be mixed, to arrive at the subject matter of claim 1 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-5. 
Document 1 discloses a constitution in which an inorganic filler is added. 

The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-6. 
Document 6 discloses a constitution in which a non-modified polypropylene film is formed on the surface 
of a sheet composed of a masking material. 
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
